bia life and surrounded him with its 
horrors. There are many well authen- 
ticated stories ot the courage and devo- 
tion of our army doctors m the field and 
hospital. The latter is the much more 
trying to courage and fidelity.

keep a man at his work, even should he 
be disinclined for it. The long dreary 
watches of the hospital, the hard and 
thankless npnnd of duty, the hourly 
scenes of horror and possibly the dis- 
couraging absence of proper assistance 
and support from the administration of 
the army are what try a doctor's nerve 
and test his fortitude and patriotism.

early in tho fall, and the last two 
months have been occupied in install 
ing the generator and Pelton wheel and 
laying cind riveting the 3000 feet of 
steal pips above alluded to, which con 
veya the water to tha wheel. 


The water is obtained by bringing 


the water of Jack creek -around the 
bass of the mountain iu an open flntno 
to Chicken creek, where it enters the 
pipe and is conveyed to tbe power 
house under a fall of nearly 400 feet. 
It is estimated that 900 horse power 
can be developed at the wheel under a 
full head. Tbe current is sent to the 
original power plant on Chaguon creek, 
aud thence to the mill. At present the 
full power has not been turned on, as 
a number of minor details have yet to

United States increased considerably 
in 1898. most of it coming as in 1897, 
From the oolemanite deposits of Cali- 
fornia, while a little was obtained from 
tbe marsh deposits of California and 
Nevada and a small amount from Ore- 
gon. Marsh deposits ware worked at 
Oandelaria, Hamboidt and Lovelock 
in Nevada, Amadee and Independence 
in California, and at a point in Oregon 
120 miles northwest of Winnemnoca, 
Nov., from which point shipments are 
made. All the producers, with two 
exceptions, sell their product to the 
Pacific Coast Borax company, which 
continues to control this business in 
tbe United States.
